Recent figures. studied by the 
Economics ‘Division of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture indicate that

Provinces but is still lagging to 
some extent in the rest of the 
‘country.

The proportion 
spent on tractors has remained 
about constant over this period.

$217 million in 1949 to $250 mil- 
lion in 1952. Sales of heavy tillage 
equipment have risen considerably

There has also been a marked 
shift back to standard type trac- 
tors reflecting: considerable im- 
provement in the design of this 
type in recent years. For example, 
1952 sales of standard tractors 
were about 93.5 per cent of 1949 
sales, while the row-crop type 
dropped to 33.3 per:cent. of sales 
of the same type in 1949, In 1952 
sales of ‘the row-crop ‘type were 
less than ‘one-quarter of’ those of 
standard classification.

The Council wish to draw to. the attention of all persons 
that under the Provisions of Bylaw No. 296 of the Munici- 
pal District of Wainwright, No. 61, passed the 10th day 
of August 1950 which reads in part. 


No person or persons shall willfully burn stubble. 
on any lands within the boundaries of the Munici- 
pal. District of Wainwright, No. 61, at any time 
unless a Fire Permit under the authority of the 
Forests Act being chapter 43 of the Statutes of 
Alberta 1949, is issued. 


This section of the said bylaw must be strictly adhered 
to, failing to obtain the necessary permit before any fire 
is started may result in prosecution under ‘he provisions 
of said bylaw.

The present-day supply of electrical power to 21,386 Alberta farms has been 
made possible by the co-operation of the farmer, through his Rural 
Electrification Association; the Provincial Treasurer, representing the Gov- 
ernment of Alberta; and privately-owned power companies. 


THE FARMER, working through his association, acts as organizer and 
arranges for equipment and for private financial assistance or government 
assistance, Since 1947,':299 Rural Electrification Associations have been 
chartered under the Co-operative Associations Act, administered by the 
Department of Industries and Labor. 


THE PROVINCIAL TREASURER, under the authorization of the Rural Elec: 
trification Revolving Fund Act, passed during the last Alberta Legislature 
sessions, grants loans from a rai of $10,000,000. In addition, the Provincial 
Treasurer can guarantee the ‘borrowings of Rural Electrification Associe- 
tions, provided interest on such loans does not exceed 3!/, percent over a 
maximum of 10 years. The Alberta Government has guaranteed borrowings 
of 192’ associations for a total of $6,406,685. The government has made 
direct loans of $3,513,000 to. some 80 Rural Electrification Associations. 
‘THE POWER COMPANIES build and operate power lines at cost. Line: 
are built on an estimated cost Basis; refunds are made when warranted 
by final cost figures.
